To  the  Brothers  in  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon: 

I  feel  tliat  it  may  not  be  amiss  for  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we,  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
again  will  be  assembled  in  Grand  Chapter,  this  time  in  Detroit, 
Michigan. 

As  the  time  approaches,  the  more  I  feel  the  importance  of  our 
coming  together  on  such  occasions,  and  the  greater  appears  the  re- 
sponsibility of  those  of  us  who  have  been  trying  to  out-line  the 
course,  foster  the  policies,  and  promote  the  growth  of  our  Frater- 
nity to  a  desirable  degree,  and  to  bring  it  to  the  high  plane  that  many 
others  have  come  to  occupy  in  the  realm  of  the  Fraternity 
world.

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GRAND  TREASURER'S  LETTER. 

To  Chapter  Treasurers: 

Dear  Brothers — The  Conclave  will  soon  be  here  and  I  want  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  fact  that  several  matters  of  importance  relative 
to  finances  of  the  fraternity  as  a  whole  and  also  the  finances  of  the 
individual  chapters  will  be  brought  up  for  consideration  at  that  time. 
It  is  necessary  for  the  proper  consideration  of  these  matters  that  your 
delegate  to  the  Conclave  shall  have  before  him  complete  data  relative 
to  the  running  of  the  chapter  from  the  business  standpoint.  He  should, 
from  his  material,  be  able  to  give  accurate  data  as  to  the  cost  of  the 
various  chapter  activities,  such  as  the  running  of  the  chapter  house, 
board,  and  other  chapter  enterprises.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  he  have 
the  figures  for  the  whole  cost  of  the  chapter  for  the  year,  but  he 
should  have  the  figures  for  each  separate  activity. 

The  desire  is  to  put  every  chapter  on  a  thoroughly  business-like 
basis,  so  that  there  may  not  be  any  hardships  falling  upon  any  por- 
tion of  a  chapter  because  of  failure  of  other  portions  to  meet  their 
financial  obligations  properly.  No  organization  can  long  endure 
and  accomplish  its  work  unless  it  is  conducted  on  a  proper  financial 
basis.  This  is  so,  whether  the  organization  be  a  commercial  one  or  a 
charitable  one,  or  one  of  any  other  nature. 

There  is  also  a  matter  concerning  an  improved  system  for  chapter 
house  financing  to  be  considered.  The  proposed  system  must  be  based 
upon  facts  and  not  empty  theories.  In  order  that  this  system  may 
be  properly  organized  it  is  necessary  that  your  delegate  shall  be  suffi- 
ciently familiar  with  your  chapter  finances  to  see  that  actual  condi- 
tions are  being  figured  upon  and  not  imaginary  ones. 

There  will  also  be  the  question  of  a  uniform  system  of  accounts 
for  the  chapters  on  a  basis  which  will  fit  each  particular  chapter 
while  at  the  same  time  it  shall  conform  to  the  uniform  basis.  It  is, 
then,  T  repeat,  necessary  for  your  delegate  to  acquire  some  familiarity 
with  chapter  finances.  Also  have  him  bring  along  the  treasurer's 
books,  and  where  the  steward's  books  are  kept  separate,  bring  this 
book  also.  With  these  it  will  be  possible  to  figure  out  the  particular 
local  conditions  to  be  considered  in  the  general  system. 

Now,  brothers,  whatever  you  do,  don't  fail  to  put  all  of  this  in- 
formation in  the  hands  of  your  delegate  in  convenient  shape  for  his

use.  Give  him  a  statement  from  which  he  will  be  able  to  tell  some- 
thing about  the  chapter's  financial  condition  without  having  to  take 
a  four  year's  course  in  solving  arithmetical  puzzles,  only  to  find  that 
the  "unknown  cjuantities"  are  too  many  and  that  the  problem  cannot 
be  solved  without  other  facts  Ijeing  given. 

There  is  perhaps  nothing  niore  essential  in  true  education  than  a 
proper  appreciation  and  a  fair  understanding  of  the  fundamental 
principles  of  simple  finance,  and  }'et  there  is  no  field  of  training 
quite  so  much  neglected  by  our  general  educational  system.  Lack  of 
understanding  of  these  principles  and  their  application  lies  at  the 
bottom  of  many  of  our  social  problems  today.  Certain  it  is  that  the 
wreck  of  many  otherwise  ])right  careers  has  been  due  to  inappreciation 
of  the  correct  value  of  a  dollar  and  how  to  handle  it,  and  many 
business  failures  as  well  as  domestic  failures  may  be  traced  in  their 
final  analysis  to  the  same  source — improper  appreciation  of  ordinary 
daily  finance. 

Many  young  men  without  college  or  academic  training,  and  some 
without  common  school  training,  have  outstripped  some  gigantic  in- 
tellects and  otherwise  brilliant  geniuses  because  these  untrained 
minds  have  had  a  little  knowledge  of  simple,  finance.  To  be  sure,  it 
has  been  gained  in  a  hard  school  of  experience  in  many  instances,  but 
where  they  have  learned  a  few  of  the  fundamentals  they  have  been 
able  to  out  distance  many  whose  college  education  was  a  sort  of  pleas- 
ure trip  with  extra  spending  money  for  the  satisfaction  of  each  whim 
that  could  be  conjured  up. 

It  is  important  then,  if  the  fraternity  is  to  be  of  the  greatest  good 
to  its  members,  that  it  should  furnish  some  training  in  the  principles 
of  finance.  This  is  just  v/hat  our  Fraternity  proposes  to  make  one  of 
its  functions,  and  you  will  a|)preciate,  therefore,  the  necessity  and 
desirability  of  having  all  of  the  delegates  come  ]3repared  to  consider 
questions  of  this  nature. 

If  you  want  to  ask  me  any  questions,  don't  hesitate  to  write  me. 

Trusting  that  we  shall  be  able  to  accomplish  much  good  at  the 
coming  Conclave  and  looking  forward  with  much  pleasure  to  meeting 
as  manv  of  the  brothers  as  can  possibly  be  with  us,  I  remain
